BRATISLAVA, Czech-Slovakia, 
March 12.—(UP)—Reports of the 
slaying of 18 members of the Nazi- 
supported Hlinka .gyard and_at- 
tacks on German party headquar- 
ters tonight aggravated tension 
throughout semi-autonomous Slo- 
vakia following selection of a new 
local cabinet by the central Prague 
government. 

The Nazi government in Berlin, 
asserting that the new Slovak 
regime was installed “under pres- 
sure of bayonets,” warned in a 
semi-official announcement that 
it was following developments 
here “with growing concern.” 

“Deplorable” Actions. 

The Czechs were warned by 
Berlin that their actions of the 
past three days, including the re- 
moval of Premier Josef Tiso and 
his Slovak ministers and enforce- 
ment of martial law in Bratislava 
to suppress spreading separatist 
agitation, were regarded ag: “de- 
plorable.” 

The slaying of the 18 Hlinka 
guardists, chief agitators for the 


complete independence of Slova- | 


kia, was reported to have occurred 
after Czech troops. were rushed 
into Bratislava and other centers 
near the Austrian frontier. 

The guardists, whose dead were

FBI Reports 


WASHINGTON, March 12.— 
(UP)—The recent sharecropper 
demonstration in southeastern 
Missouri was a planned protest 
against deep-rooted economic con- 
ditions aggravated by the New 
Deal’s relief and farm programs, 
the Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion said tonight in a report which 
absolved the landlords of charges 
of persecution. 

Director J. Edgar Hoover, of the 
FBI, investigated circumstances 
surrounding the demonstration on 
orders of Attorney General Frank 
Murphy. 

The report said none of the l,- 
161 demonstrators who camped 
along two United States highways 
in Missouri from January 10 to 
13, had -been evicted, as widely 
reported. 

The relief and farm programs, 
coupled with the substitution by 
the landlords of day-laborers for 
sharecroppers, thus. transferring 
the burden of caring for both the 
laborers and tenants over the win- 
ter period to the relief agencies, 
were primarily responsible for the 
demonstration, the bureau’s 300- 
page report said. 

“The trend to change from 
sharecropper to day laborer,” the 
report said, ‘has been somewhat 
accelerated by the extensive gov- 
ernment relief program. Under the 
sharecropper system, and prior to

small loan business in Savannah 
is tainted with illegality. This 
condition appears to prevail 
throughout the state. 

“One of the causes of the failure 
of present laws is the legal dis- 
tinction between a loan and a pur- 
chase of wages where there is no 
factual difference. A purchase of 
wages in the opinion of the com- 
mittee is in its essence a loan. It 
should be regulated under the 
same statute which regulates other 
small loans. 


“Remedial legislation is a ne- 
cessity. However, no legislation 
will be successful. without full 
recognition by the legislature that 
large risks are involved in loans 
to the industrial and working 
class, and that a rate of interest 
must be permitted which, fair to 
the borrower, will encourage 
obedience of the law by the lender 
and attract capital to this busi- 


ness. 
- Calls for Assistance. 

“The problem which confronts 
the legislature is not that of driv- 
ing any class of money lender out 
of business. It is one of regu- 
lating the small loan business. In 
this spirit the committee ap- 
proached its task. 

“The committee cannot close 
this report without expressing 
hope that those meney lenders 
whose methods we have disfavored 
will assist rather than hinder in 
solving these serious problems. 

“Surely it must conduce to co- 
operation for them to: realize that 
each day criminal laws are vio- 
lated; regulatory provisions ignor- 
ed, and their almost every trans- 
action is so infected with ffle- 
gality that the law will afford no 
remedy where the bbrrower de- 
faults.”

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IMMIGRATION TIDE EBBING 

During the last eight years, according to The 
United States News, approximately one-quarter 
of a million more people left these shores, to 
make their permanent homes abroad, than ar- 
rived here from foreign countries for the same 
purpose. Although immigration has increased, 
to some extent, since the beginning of the pres- 
ent racial persecutions in Europe, quotas set up 
by law 15 years ago have held the number of 
arrivals to a small fraction of former “migra- 
tions.” 

Up to the enactment of the present immigra- 
tion laws the United States had been looked 
upon as the land of opportunity by millions of 
Europeans. Freedom of speech, religious toler- 
ance and plenty of work brought shipload after 
shipload: of liberty-loving people to this coun- 
try. 

During a period of about 100 years almost 
40,000,000 people, approximately the total popu- 
lation of Italy or France, debarked to take ad- 
vantage of the many available opportunities 
here. The net population gain, from this source 
alone, during the first 10 years of the twentieth 
century, came to 6,000,000. Even as late as the 
decade ending in 1930 the net increase was 
more than 3,000,000. 

At this point, however, the tide began to 
ebb. The depression was gaining ground. Un- 
employment was on the increase. There were 
soon more people leaving, permanently, than 
were coming in. Thousands of aliens departed 


to seek work or to obtain assistance from rela- 


tives in their homelands. The government 


speeded up deportation charges against un- 
desirables. Some Americans emigrated to try 
their fortunes elsewhere. In 1932 the net loss 
totaled 168,000 persons. 

There is no present slackening, howevet, in 
the desire to come to the United States. Many 
countries have applications for immigration 
visas in such numbers that the quotas for many 
years have already been exhausted. In Ger- 
many over 260,000 applications are on file— 
sufficient to fill the quota for a decade to come. 

On basis of the present distribution of racial 
stocks, the future citizenry of the United States 
will be approximately 37 per cent Fnglish, 17 
per cent German, 8 per cent Scotch and 11 per 
cent Irish. France, Poland and Italy each will 
contribute about 4 per cent, with Russia, the 
Netherlands and Sweden trailing with 2 per 
cent each. 

What effect the reversal of the immigration 
movement will have on the future economic and 
social life of the nation is yet to be determined. 
The great industrial, agricultural and educa- 


tional surge came with the arrival of the 40,- 


000,000 from abroad. It remains to be seen 
whether it will level off, or recede, with the ebb- 
ing tide of immigration. 


PARADOXES AND BOOMERANGS 

A few weeks ago the Hungarian premier, 
Count Paul Teleki, strangely enough a former 
Boy Scout leader in that country of strange in- 
tolerances, delivered a rousing manifesto. He 
would support, with all the power at his com- 
mand, the proposed brutal anti-Semitic laws 
planned by his predecessor, Bela von Imredy, 
as well as the “peaceful aims of the Rome-Ber- 
lin axis.” 

Scarcely, however, had the tumult and 
shouting over this Nazi victory died in Berlin 
and Rome, than the Teleki government launch- 
ed a drive against the green shirt brigade, the 
nation’s largest and most powerful Nazi or- 
ganization. 

Known as the Hungarian party, it was com- 
posed of an estimated membership of 1,000,000. 
The homes of its leaders were searched, organi- 
gation headquarters wrecked and the party out- 
lawed. Five hundred members, prominent in 
the organization, were arrested and hustled off 
to concentration camps. 

Even while the raids were in progress, while 
the “leftist” hand of this ambidextrous govern- 
ment was cracking down on the Nazi boys in 
green, the “rightest’” hand was shaking hands, 
so to speak, with the buddies in brown and 
black from Germany and Italy. This was in 
the nature of an anti-Communist pact nego- 
tiated and signed by Foreign Minister Count 
Stefan Csaky. 

The German foreign minister, von Ribben- 
trop, promptly telegraphed congratulations on 
Hungarian adherence to “the pact for fighting 
the subversive elements which threaten world 

” §o far as is known felicitations have 
not yet been received from Soviet Commissar 
Litvinov, on the arrest and imprisonment of the

Hungarian Nazis. Its momentary arrival, how- 
ever, should cause no surprise in this country 
of paradoxes. @ 

Save for the inhuman element, one must 
perforce smile at the recent political predica- 
ment of Former Premier Bela von Imredy. 
After all his anti-Semitic blustering, seemingly 
at the behest of Adolf Hitler, he disovered that 
he was the great-grandson of a Jew. Being in 
no position, logically, to impose punishment 
upon others because of their ancestry, he re- 
signed his office and is now hoping he will not 
be struck down by his own intolerant boom- 
erang. 


SPANISH INFLUENCE IN AMERICA. 

It is well known that the Spanish influence 
in the western hemisphere is dominant south 
of the Rio Grande river—in Mexico, in Central 
America and South America, with the main ex- 
ception of Brazil. Nevertheless it should not 


be forgotten that the Spaniards, under Fran- — 


cisco Coronado and other later though less ad- 
venturous leaders, left their influence indelibly 
stamped upon the cultural life of Arizona and 
New Mexico. 

In 1540, 67 years before the first English 
settlement at Jamestown and 80 years prior to 
the landing of the Pilgrims in Massachusetts, 
Coronado and 300 soldiers set forth from Mex- 
ico in search of treasure which rumor said ri- 
valed the riches of the already conquered Az- 
tecs. Some 800 Indian and negro servants ac- 
companied the expedition. Baggage- wagons, 
pack horses and herds of cattle and sheep were 
taken along for necessary supplies. But it was 
purely an expedition of plunder. Gold was the 
motivating influence. 

The farther Coronado went into Arizona and 
New Mexico the more impenetrable the coun- 
try became. It was no rich and thriving land 
as he had been led to believe, but poor agricul- 
tural country inhabited by cliff dwellers and 
other peaceful Indian tribes. For months Coro- 
nado and his men explored the territory, never 
before trod by white man. One of his bands 
came upon the Grand Canyon of the Colorado 
river, now one of the natural wonders of the 
world, but discovered nothing of intrinsic value, 
Save tremendous herds of buffalo. Little dif- 
ficulty, of course, was encountered in overcom- 
ing such of the unwarlike Indians as attempted 
to dispute his passage. 

Convinced that he had fallen a victim to 
idle rumor he and those followers who had not 
deserted him—about 100 in all—managed to 
reach Mexico City, ragged, poor and hungry, 
after two years of vain wandering. His only ac- 
complishment was to add a huge expanse of 
territory to the already enormous Spanish pos- 
sessions in North America. 


As was so often the case, however, in the 
early Spanish penetrations, the adventurers 
and treasure seekers were followed by the 
padres and men and women who were inter- 
ested in seeking new permanent homes—not in 
plundering the country and taking the wealth 
back to Spain. 


Santa Fe, now the capital of New Mexico, 
was founded in 1605. Next to St. Augustine, also 
founded by the Spaniards, it is the oldest per- 
manent white settlement in the United States. 
Hundreds of miles stood between this settle- 
ment and Mexico. It not only became the out- 
post of Spanish civilization in the midwest, but 
later became the most important spot on the 
Santa Fe trail, trod by thousands of pioneer 
families who trekked westward to California. 

Next year New Mexico will celebrate the 
Coronado Cuarto-Centennial—the 400th anni- 
versary of the coming of the white man into 
the west. But the imprint of Spanish influ- 
ence and culture was not left by the early seek- 
ers after gold. It was left by those who fol- 
lowed—the men and women seeking a new 
home in a new land.

Editorial of the Day . 


FROM POLITICS TO LEGEND 
(From The Cleveland Plain Dealer.) 


Mohandas K. Gandhi disdains the title of ma- 
hatma bestowed on him by popular devotion. The 
little 69-year-old champion of rights for the un- 
touchable caste anti advocate of Indian independ- 
ence is still a popular figure—a saint in the eyes 
of the masses—but his political influence is de- 
clining. As Gandhi stages the fourth fast of his 
picturesque career, a protest to bring about demo- 
cratic reforms in the native state of Rajkot, his 
transformation from a practical politician to a 
legendary figure is apparent. 

The autocratic government of Thakore Saheb, 
ruler of Rajkot, has long disturbed the mahatma. 
A Gandhi-inspired civil disobedience campaign 
there failed. Negotiations for reform were under 
way. A commission was appointed, but the per- 
sonnel did not meet with Gandhi's approval. When 
the ruler rejected the little leader’s ultimatum the 
fast was commenced. 

Gandhi’s methods of peaceful submission, how- 
ever, do not carry the weight that once they did. 
The Indian congress party which he built has 
passed from his control. Only recently ke quit 
the party which for years was the practical in- 
strument of his political philosophy. More violent 
methods, no-rent and no-tax campaigns and a 
general strike may be used by the newly-led con- 
gress to embarrass the British raj into further 
concessions on self government. 

Gandhi, once sonsidered so extreme, becomes 
the subject of veneration. The British now would 
consider his methods mild and reasonable. With- 
out doubt his example and precept were the 
strongest factors in bringing a more liberal rule 
to India.

TEST OF APPEASEMENT POLICY WASHINGTON, March 
) 11.—An exquisitely em- 


barrassing incident is scheduled for the beginning of next week. 


Business, in the persons of representatives of the stock exchanges, 


will come right down to Washington, settle on the New Deal’s door- 
step and cry for the appeasement it has been promised. And the 
New Deal, in the persons of the securities and exchange commis- 
sioners, will probably pretend that the strange noise is just the 
neighbor’s cat, pursuing his amours in the alley. 

Though embarrassing, the incident will also be a remarkably 
significant test of the new appeasement policy. Fair words have 
been spoken to business, by Secretary of’ Commerce Harry L. 
Hopkins, the seraphic undersecretary of the treasury, John W. 
Hanes, and many others. Now business waits to see whether the 
fair words will be followed by pleasing deeds. 
the forthcoming incident seems to indicate that such an outcome 


is unlikely, to say the least. 
TO GRATIFY OR NOT TO The question at issue between 
; the exchanges and the SEC is 
federal regulation of the capital markets. The belief is widespread 
that the hot breath of federal regulation has dried the capital 
markets to mere deserts. About a year ago, spurred on by this 
belief and anxious to correct mistakes, the SEC commissioners ini- 
tiated a careful study of their own work. 

Elaborate preliminary data were collected. Then, not long ago, 
SEC Chairman William O. Douglas assigned the commission’s assist- 
ant general counsel, Robert H. O’Brien, to put the data into usable 
form. O’Brien is now ready with a set of amendments to the securi- 
ties and exchange acts and the public utilities holding company act 
—the commission’s basic statutes. The most important reform pro- 
posed is a simplified basic registration statement for new securities 
issues, which will serve both when a corporation floats its stock 
and lists it on an exchange. Other minor technical problems are 
also tackled. All the amendments will be gratifying to securities 
sellers and traders. 

But they won’t be gratifying enough. Some month ago, another 
study of the SEC’s work was begun independently by representa- 
tives of the nation’s stock exchanges, under the leadership of the 
New York exchange. Recently, the exchange representatives got 
their data ready for action. And on Monday John Hancock, of 
Lehman Brothers, a businessman popular with the New Deal, will 
march the exchange ‘representatives into Washington to discuss 
their final recommendations. 

Unhappily, there is every indication that what the exchange 
representatives will ask is very different from what the SEC is 
ready to give. “Clarification” of the SEC’s restrictions on market 
manipulation, relaxation of the rules against trading by insiders— 
these are two of the things the exchanges want. And these are 
precisely the policies which the SEC regards as they very heart 
and soul of effective regulation. Repeal or modification, the SEC 
will probably say, means return to 1929. No repeal or modification, 
the exchange representatives are likely to answer, means that busi- 
ness appeasement is a hollow joke. And there you are. 


WHO’S APPEASING NOW? The same pattern is repeated all 
along the line. Perhaps Harry 


Hopkins thinks the SEC ought to sacrifice what it regards as vital, 
but the SEC is not his province, any. more than Czecho-Slovakia 
was Neville Chamberlain’s. Or so, at least, the SEC people argue. 
Again Hopkins or Johnny Hanes may be willing to make conces- 
sions on the National Labor Relations Act. But the more ardent 
New Dealers, the Labor Board, and the New Deal’s CIO allies are 
not. Or the appeasers may think that the activities of the monopoly 
committee can well be restricted, but the powerful White House 
advisers and New Deal economists who conceived it disagree very 
violently. The truth is that, when any tangible concessions to 
business are mentioned, there is some New Deal element ready to 
fight them, and.fight hard. ; 

Indeed, Hanes’ special field of taxation seems to be the only 
one in which real concessions are practicable. Here the treasury 
and the congressional leaders are willing. The question is, will the 
President go along? Meanwhile, the discontent with business ap- 
peasement and its sponsors, already mentioned here, is spreading 
and growing sharper in the New Deal group. And there are not a 
few small signs which hint that it may be shared by the President 
himself.

Not only 
the German youths of both sexes 
but older Germans of both sexes 
are urged to eschew both fumes 
and drams on the ground that 
such are bad for them, as nobody 
can deny, although one may, as 
usual, question the honesty of the 
regime in stating one reason and 
concealing others. 


The others are, of course, that 
Germany raises no tobacco and, 
even by forbidding its use alto- 
gether, would disemploy only a 
few store clerks and save greatly 
on imports. As for hard liquor, 
that not only causes a hangover, 
traffic accidents and liver trou- 
ble, but consumes grain which in 
a hungry nation, were better used 
for food. Hygiene and self-dis- 
cipline are ornamental motives 
and not without some value, but, 
alone, would not have caused this 
drive and moral coercion of the 
faceless hordes. 


Unquestionably, however, a na- 
tion which neither drinks nor 
smokes must derive physical ben- 
efits from this abstention, and 
anyone who has smoked a German 
cigar or cigaret will insist that 
in Germany smoking is by far the 
more injurious habit. It causes 
the teeth to turn green, the fin- 
ger nails to drop off and the skin 
to come loose, as in sunburn.

Order Unless People Obey 
the Law Willingly 


By ROBERT QUILLEN. 


Like the South Sea Islander of today, the American Indian knew 
how to rear sons. Stone-age primitive though he was, he had a 
deep sense of dignity and his sons learned to respect it. He didn’t 
heat them—at least the Cherokee didn’t—but he imposed a rigid 
discipline by treating a child as a child and keeping it in proper 
awe of its superiors. 

Our bewhiskered fathers and grandfathers demanded, and 
earned, a similar respect; but young parents of today, though 
schooled in child psychology, make little effort to earn respect and 
use no definite plan of training. 

They slap the little fellow on his fundament to win immediate 
obedience when he happens to be within reach, but they resort to 
bribery as soon as he is able to outrun them. 

No two small boys are alike; but by the time they are ‘three 
years old and normally begin to feel their oats, most of them have 
developed the more or less definite characteristics of one of two 
types. 

One is a robust, meaty, omnivorous, noisy little animal whose 
chief interest is his stomach; and the other, who must be coaxed 
to eat, is a high-strung, nervous, sensitive little animal, easily in- 
furiated. 

Both are more intelligent than you would suppose—witness how 
easily they learned to get around their elders—yet both have three- 
year-old minds, almost without knowledge, with little understand- 
ing, and with no judgment at all, 

If the parents of the second child owned a high-bred, nervous 
colt, they would not dream of striking: it, jerking it, yelling at it. 
In six months it would be ruined beyond saving. Yet they treat 
their little boy that way. They keep his nerves raw. He dances in 
screaming frenzy at sight of a switch. His temperament pleads for 
a placid, steadfast, soft-spoken, infinitely patient trainer, but he 
seldom gets that kind. Nobody has time to be patient. | 

The other boy is much easier to handle. Taught to obey long 
before he is three, he should almost train himself. But he knows 
only what he learns from the example of his parents, and his be- 
havior will reflect theirs—not their words. 

If he hasn’t learned to obey, the only right he recognizes or 
knows is force. 

What he wants he takes, if he can snatch it before interference 
reaches him. If parents attempt to recover it by force, by force he 
struggles to keep. it, or, given a start, evades superior force by 
showing superior speed. He hasn’t yet learned about moral force. 

Parents know what they should do; but the doing is hard, so 
they leave it undone. Yet, strangely enough, they expect the little 


boy to do right for right’s sake.

FRANCE 
No Man’s Land 


PARIS, March 12.—(UP)—Sev- 

eral thousand Jews driven from 
' by Premier Benito Musso- 
lini’s new racial laws and now: 
trapped between Italian and 
French frontier guards tonight 
struggled through deep snow and 
sub-zero cold in the Alps. 

Reports from Castellar and oth- 
er points along the frontier esti- 
mated that 5,000 of the destitute 
Jews were wandering aimlessly 
through the mountain passes with 
all borders closed to them. 

They had fled from Italy during 
the past 2 4hours under a Fascist 
decree compelling all Jews—even 
though Italian citizens—who en- 
tered the country after January 1, 
1919, to leave Italian soil before 
midnight tonight.

The Madrid radio announced 
after a five-hour meeting of the 
netional defense council that the 
“plan drawn up before the rebel- 
lion” would be carried out now. 

The “plan,” it was believed, 
means peace with Nationalist Gen- 
eralissimo Francisco Franco, whose 
terms are unconditional surrender. 

The radio announcement was 
made after a meeting of the na- 
tional defense council that began 
immediately after the last Com- 
munist stronghold in Madrid had 
fallen. 

“The council announces that 
complete tranquillity reigns in the 
capital. In consequence, the coun- 
cii will immediately put into ef- 
fect the plan which was drawn up 
before the rebellion.” 

Reports here said General Fran- 
co had given Miaja only a week 
to surrender before the. National- 
ists unleash a powerful drive 
against the one-fourth of Spain 
still under Republican control. 'The 
ultimatum, however, was reported 
given before the Communist revolt 
was crushed.

Diario, Spanish Nationalist news- 
paper, today charged the United 
States with seeking world eco- 
nomic and political dominance, 
and particularly criticized Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s policy in South 
Amerga. 

The paper said President Roose- 
velt “creates for his innocent sub- 
jects the fantastic perils of an im- 
possible air invasion in order to 
get the necessary credits to arm 
to the teeth—arms which he calls 
defensive—a nation which by its 
geographical situation and by the 
immensity of the seas that sur- 
rounds it and the lack in them of 
military bases, cannot fear the 
least aggression from Europe.” 

The newspaper declared the 
hidden purpose of the Pan-Ameri- 
can conference at Lima last De- 
cember was to get South Ameri- 
can nations also to rearm “so the 
United States could aid them with 
opportune loans that would chain 
them forever.” 

El Diario thus defined the Unit- 
ed States’ “new technique: The 
Yankees begin by selling and end 
by commanding, and they who call 
themselvers defenders of liberty 
of the peoples take it upon them- 
selves to make those _ peoples 
change the internal regime they 
voluntarily adopted because that 
regime is prejudicial to industrial- 
ists and businessmen.” 

The newspaper added that 
“bankers, arms makers and Jews” 
operate in the shadows “hoping to 
plunge the world into a conflagra- 
tion from which they believe only 
themselves will escape.”

Action Demanded 


MUNICH, March 12.—(7)—Rob- 
ert Ley, chief of the Nazi Labor 
Front, told a mass meeting here 
today that Germany’s demands for 
“living space” must _be heeded 
“without delay.” 

“If we are cheated out of our 
rights, developments will follow 
compared to which Versailles will 
be but child’s play,” he said. 

“If Jews cheat us,” Ley added, 
“we shall exterminate every Jew 
in the world.” 

He brought boos from the crowd 
when he said 40,000,000 Britons 
rule 470,000,000 people and 40,- 
= Frenchmen rule 200,000,- 

0. 

“We are at least as good as the 
English and all the rest of them,” 
he said. “Destiny should give us 
the same chance. 

“Now we have Adolf Hitler. The 
time is ripe. We should claim 
what is due us. 

“The unanimous demands of 80.- 
000,00 for living space which is 
ours by right must be heeded and 
that without delay for the alter- 
native would be the revival of 
Communism in Germany.” 

Ley said the swastika was in 
the minds of all peoples of the 
world and that President Roose- 
velt’s defensive measures were 
taken with an eye to Germany. 


RUSSIA 
Perfidious Albion? 


MOSCOW, March 12.—(4)—A 
scheme attributed to Britain to 
use Germany, Italy and Japan as 
pawns in a grandiose realignment 
of world forces for the benefit of 
the British empire was reported 
today to the 18th All-Union Con- 
gress of the Communist party. 

Dimitri Manuilsky, delegate on 
the executive committee of the 
Communist International, told the 
congress that British imperialists 
were plotting to satisfy Italian 
Premier Mussolini in the Mediter- 
ranean at the expense of France. 

He pictured the alleged British 
scheme as a move to detach Mus- 
solini from the Rome-Berlin axis 
—while “breaking the teeth” of 
Adolf Hitler in a British-encour- 
aged German plot on Soviet Rus- 
sia. : 
“In the Far East British reac- 
tion dreams of dividing China,” 
he asserted. “They permit Japan 
to weaken China but at the same 
time encourage military and eco- 
nomic weakening of Japan in or- 
der to be able to act as arbiter 
in a ‘Munich peace of the Far 
East’.” 

While he described the purport- 
ed scheme as aimed especially at 
vitally weakening Germany, Italy 
and Japan, Manuilsky said “Brit- 
ish reaction does not desire the 
collapse of Fascism either in Ger- 
many, Italy or Japan.” 

“It wants to help the govern- 
ments of these countries—save 
them from bankruptcy by grant- 
ing them loans—thus making the 
Fascist states depend on the Brit- 
ish empire,” he charged. 

Manuilsky explained that the 
theory of this scheme from the 
point of view of the British bour- 
geoisie was that it would save 
capitalism through victory over 
Russia, at the same time weaken- 
ing Britain’s rivals and leaving her 
supreme among world powers.

Gandhi Victorious 


MOMBAY, India, March 12.— 
(P)—Mohandas K. Gandhi gained 
another victory today when the 
all-India congress, meeting at 
Tripuri, passed overwhelmingly a 
motion of no confidence in the 
congress party president, Subhas 
Chandra Bose, whom Gandhi is 
opposing. 

A cherring throng sent up cries 
of “Gandhi jai” (victory for 
Gandhi) when the result of the 
vote was announced. 

Meanwhile, the frail leader of 
India’s millions scored on anoth- 
er front when British authorities 
ordered the Rajah of Dhenkanal, 
whom Gandhi charged with op- 
pression, to take a year’s holiday. 


PALESTINE 
British Plan 


LONDON, March 12.—(4)—The 
British government tonight sub- 
mitted its “final” Palestine plan 
to Jewish delegates to the Holy 
Land peace conference who raised 
numerous objections during a 
three-hour meeting. 

The Jews, however, did not re- 
ject outright the British proposal 
which calls for an independent 
Arab state in Palestine with the 
Jews a permanent minority.

“Our state is not too poor to educate its children; 
It is too poor not to educate its children.” 


If search here for the author of 
this immortal statement has been 
excessive and over-long, the ex- 
cuse is that it has given occasion 
for often repetition of the state- 
ment. For it is as important and 
true a statement today as it was 
when it was made by the south’s 
great educator-statesman, Dr. Ja- 
bez Lamar Monroe Curry, some 
forty years ago. Our impression 
that it was Dr. Curry who made 
the statement is confined now in 
letters from two of his nieces, Mrs. 
Thomas P. Cheesborough, of Bilt- 
more, N. C., and Mrs. H. K. Miller, 
of Monticello, Fla. But the nieces 
disagree on where and when the 
statement was made. Mrs. Chees- 
borough thinks it was made “in 
one of his many books on educa- 
tion,” but Mrs. Miller says she 
“heard him use it in a speech he 
made at Raleigh, N. C. either in 
1896 or 1897.” It was of Alabama 
that Dr. Curry spoke, but the 
words applied and still apply to 
the southern states in general. 


Are the French to be classed 
as Latins? We listed them that 
way the other day along with the 
Spaniards and the Italians, but a 
reader says they are Celts. “They 
speak a Latin language,” he writes, 
“but the race is Celtic.” Strictly 
speaking, not even all Italians are 
Latins. The word comes from Lat- 
ium, the portion of Italy in which 
Rome is situated. But Webster’s 
New International Dictionary gives 
“Latin” as “designating the people, 
nationalities or countries, such as 
the French, Italian, Spanish, etc., 
whose languages and culture are 
descended from the Latin.” 

Thomas Carr Powell, of New 
Orleans, agrees with a recent com- 
ment here on the difference be- 
tween German and French tem- 
peraments. An often traveler 
through Germany and France, he 
vouches for the superior gayety 
and untidiness of the French. But 
he would probably agree that when 
you generalize about Germans you 
need to call your Germans, for 
those of Bavaria and the southern 
and southeastern parts, like the 
Austrians, are as different from 
the Prussians as a Vienese waltz 
as from a Wagnerian dirge. 


The New Deal has not spent 
nearly as much per capita for re- 
lief in the south as it has in other 
regions.

When you judge the New Deal’s 
contributions to the south you 
must include these facts against 
the poor showing in relief pay- 
ments. They may leave us still a 
slighted land, but not so much as 
some of our tearful bitter-enders- 
against-a-New Deal-no w-ended 
lead us to believe.

William Penn said, “We are pil- 
grims of time, passing this way but 
once.

First, “Blessed are 
they that dwell in Thy house,” 
second, “Blessed are they in whose 
hearts are the ways of Zion,” third, 
Blessed are they who trust in the 
Lord.” The effect upon the trust- 
ing soul of these “blessecs” is like 
that upon us of an adagio from one 
of Beethoven’s symphonies, with 
its slowly throbbing movement, its 
congeries of soft pulsations in the 
air. 

How unspeakably happy we 
would be this week if on this 
Monday morning we would link 
our hearts with the trusting heart 
of the Psalmist of old in claiming 
the privilege of walking these 
blessed ways of the Lord. There 
was strength for the Psalmist in 
contemplation of worship in the 
temple, but beyond that was the 
thought of fellowship with Him of 
which the external temple was but 
the symbol. As we go about our 
work this week—in field, in shop, 
in store, in office, in school room, 
in home, in factory—we may each 
enjoy God’s fellowship. 

“The highways of Zion” is an- 
other of the ways described by the 
Psalmist. Blessed is the child of 
God who walks in the way of Zion 
with songs and everlasting joy in 
his heart. Jt is the one satisfying 
answer to the deep longing of 
every heart for God. Augustine 
put it well when he said, “Thou 
hast made us for Thyself, and our 
souls are restless till they find their 
rest in Thee.” Passing through the 
valley of weeping, they make it a 
place of gladsome springs, and the 
wilderness rejoices and blossoms 
as the rose. 

“They go from. strength to 
strength,” he continues. We must 
walk on and on beneath heavy 
burdens, but if we are walking in 
the way of the Lord our muscles 
grow stronger and stronger as the 
miles slip beneath our feet. A 
Christian effort does not weaken 
us—it invigorates us. Paul says, 
“See then that ye walk circum- 
spectly, not as fools, but as wise, 
redeeming the time. Be filled with 
the Spirit, speaking one to an- 
other in psalms and hymns, sing- 
ing and making melody in your 
hearts unto the Lord.” They that 
walk in the ways of the Lord can 
say with Stonewall Jackson, “My 
religious belief teaches me to feel 
as safe in battle as in bed.”

Mothers are espe- 
cially invited to visit the well-ar- 
ranged and neat offices and rooms 
of the laboratory. 

White tile floors, and walls five 
feet high, form the various de- 
partments of the laboratory, and 
when mothers visit the place there 
is nothing to buy, as the labora- 


tory furnishes bottles, nipples 
caps and everything complete and, 
delivers the formula in a covered 
aluminum container. The equip- 
ment, every piece of it, is as mod- 
ern as science has created. There 
is electric sterilizer and refrigera- 
tion, and all utensils used are of 
porcelain and aluminum. 

All milk used for the babies is 
certified milk. Either evaporated 


goats’, or cows’ milk is used in| 


preparing the formulas, and they 
are guaranteed to be prepared just 
as the doctor prescribes. Wheh 
changes are necessary in formulas 
the laboratory is careful to see 


that every requirement of the doc- 
tor is met. 

Under this new service for 
mothers, not only the possibility 
of mistakes in preparing milk is 
avoided, but the maximum time 
saved for the mother equals at 
least four hours.

Make House Work Count 
As Beneficial Exercise 


By Ida Jean Kain. 


If there were ever any doubt 
that housework is to be classed as 
hard work, it has been dispelled 
by the survey of the Northwestern 
Public Service, which found that 
the average American housewife 
washes an acre of dirty dishes, 
scrubs three miles of floors and 
washes three miles of clothes every 
year. 

In view of these statistics, it is 
not surprising that housework can 
make you so tired that you think 
it all the exercise you need, and 
that one of the commonest com- 
plaints is “I do all my own work— 
why don’t I have a nicer figure?” 

But let’s see which muscles you 
really use. In washing dishes, you 
use the hands, forearms and upper 
back. And no doubt your fore- 
arms are nice and firm, because 
these muscles are used over and 
over again. 

Scrubbing a floor on hands and 
knees could be real exercise, ex- 
cept that you are bent on getting 
the floor spotless instead of 
streamlining your figure. You 
would have to remember to pull 
up and in with the tummy mus- 
cles as you scrubbed to make it 
dec anything for your figure. What 
you are apt to get out of it is a 
clean floor and sore knees and 
maybe a sore back. 

Washday generally doesn’t 
mean rubbing away on a wash- 
board nowadays. But it used to 


° } 
be exercise for the muscles on/'! 


the backs of the upper arms and 
kept the upper arms firm and 
rounded. Hanging up the clothes 
can be slimming without too much 
extra effort on your part. Try to 
pull up with the tummy and 
stretch the mid-section slim as you 


‘reach for the line. 


Ironing, peeling potatoes, shell- 
ing beans and mending clothes are 
not exercise at all—they’re just 
tiresome, endlessly tiresome. But 
it takes only a little more energy 


to sit than to lie down, and you 
can save yourself by doing as 
much work as possible while sit- 
ting. 

Bending over takes half as much 
energy again as lying down, so 


save stooping over it. 
high stool to wash dishes and iron, 
and when you have to bend, do 
it from the waist. 

Walking up the stairs takes 15 
times as much effort as walking 
on a level, and you will be wise to 
save the things to be carried up- 
stairs and take them all at once. 
Mind you, walking upstairs can be 
good exercise—all you have to do 
is tuck your hips under and use 
the hip and thigh muscles—but 
you will fare better for economiz- 
ing on all your household tasks 
in both time and energy. You can 
use the muscles important to 
health and figure to much greater 
advantage in a 15-minute work- 
out than in a day’s housework. 

As a rule, it is a good plan to 
exercise in the morning after the 
dishes are out of the way but be- 
fore you get too engrossed in other 
tasks. In that way, you have your 
exercise before you are tired and 
it really does you some good, and 
you are more apt to get it in. In 
the afternoon, make a habit of al- 
ways lying down for half an hour. 
You should lie down for an hour, 
but half an hour is better than 
none. If you will do these two 
things, you will find not only a 
gradual improvement in your fig- 
ure, but also in your health and 
efficiency.

When time for spring training 
approached this year, Grimm was 
fidgeting around his home in St. 
Louis. His mother, nothing his 
uneasiness, asked what was trou- 
bling him. 

“I’ve got to get out of here,” he 
told her. He packed his bags and 
headed for Tampa, Fla., to visit 
the camps of eight teams in train- 
ing in that area. The urge to play 
the game he loves could not be 
resisted. So he donned a uniform 
at the game of the New York 
Yankees at St. Petersburg and 
worked out at first base to the de- 
light of the world’s champions. 

Grimm, just a year shy of. 40, 
played with the spirit of a rookie. 
He said he never felt better in his 
life. His face is deeply tanned. 
His body is trim. He seemed to 
be in perfect condition. 

“Somehow,” Grimm reflected, 
“IT can’t get baseball out of my 
system. I still love to play. The 
trouble in my back, which laid 
me on the shelf for a couple of 
years, has disappeared and feel 
like a million bucks.” 

The name of Grimm has long 
been distinguished in baseball. 
Charlie was a star in the National 
league for 18 years, six with the 
Pittsburgh Pirates and 12 with 
the Chicago Cubs. He managed 
the Cubs for six years, winning 
two National league champion- 
ships and never finishing worse 
than third. 

Grimm hopes Gabby Hartnett, 
his successor, will inspire the Cubs 
to another championship.
